GERMANS IN THE STATES. 

They Are Annoyed at Hostile Tones of 
the Press of the Fatherland. 

Berlin, .Tune 25.— Horr Theodore Bar- 
tli's iia.'jcr the Die Nation, ])ublishes a 
letter from Hon. Carl. Schurz, of St. 
Louis, who was secretary of the inter- 
ior under I'residont Hayes, on the sub- 
ject of Germany's attitude in the war 
between Spain and tho United States, 
during which the distinguished Gorraan- 
Americnn says: "While the utterances 
of tho Emperor's ' government leave 
nothing to desire, there is d;inger of 
tlieir being wijied out by the eruption of 
malevolent antipathy of the German 
press, which to Americans of German 
birth is not only painful but inexplicable. 
'J"ho Gerinau citizens of the United 
States have retained warm sympathy 
for the old fatherland, but if our con- 
sanguineous friends across tlie ocean in- 
tend to eradicate this sympathy they 
could not find bettor means than such 
groundless abuse of the American peo- 
ple. ■ ■ 1 

"German-Americans are protvd'of their 
ne\y fatherland and know how to ap- 
preciate its advantages and great quali- 
ties. Now that the war is going on, 
they stand with their country. Its 
friends are their friends and its enem- 
ies are their enemies.'* 



THE SI'ANISH VEKSIOX. 

Their I^orcos Snid to Hold Both Ameri- 
cans and Insurgents at Santiago 
in Check, 

Madrid, .Tune 2.">.— Tlie .Spanish versinii 
of the American operations in Cuba re- 
v'ed from olllcial sources at Havana 
s: "I'.ear Admiral Sampson confer- 
red during the week with the insurgent 
leaders Calixto, Kabi and Seberoco. 
with the object of concentrating ti large 
force of insurgents at a landing place. 
Sebereco met an American vessel at 
Bayamito. recovered 2,(X)0 rifles and a 
(piantity of ammunition and safely con- 
ed them to Gareia's jiosts. Tliey 
then atteni|iteil to join Castillo at Bak- 
joraao but the Siianiards jirevented 
tlii-ni, having organized such a perfect 
defence between Manseiua and Santiago 
tliat the rebels did not "dare to risk a 
serious engagement with the Spaniards." 

Continuing the official report says the 
insurgents "expected that the point of 
disembarkation of the Americans would 
be devoid of defences." Then a singu- 
lar explanation is made by the retreating 
Siianiards who assert that they have 
lieekeil tin? American iidvance on San- 
tiago." Another account of the opera- 
tions, from Spanish sources, asserts that 
the insurgents attacked Batnrano and 
were repulsed with the loss of 22 kilted.

SIIAFTEIl ifAKK.S KKPOUT. 

Want of Landing Facilities Caused llini 
Trouble, iBut the Bi)caiiirds Did 
No Hann. 

Washington, ,Tune 2."!.— .\. despatch re- 
ceived to-day from General Shafter from 
I'laya del lOste dated Itaiquiri, June 23, 
reads as follows; "Had very line voy- 
age. L,ost less tinui lifly animals, six 
or eight to-day. Lost more putting tJiom 
Lluougli the surf to land them on trans- 
ports. Command is as healthy as when 
we left; eighty sick men. Only two 
deaths, two men drowned in landing. 
Landing is difllcult. Coast (lulto similar 
to that in vicinity of San Francisco, and 
covered with dense growth o£ bushes. 
Lauding at Baiquiri unopposed. All 
points occupied by Spanish troops heavily 
bom'barded by the navy to clear 
tliem out. Seat troops toward 
Santingo and occupied .lauragna 
city, a naturaUy strong place, this morn- 
ing. Spanisli troops retreated as soon as 
our advani'C was known; had no inovmted 
trooi's, or could have capturetl tlieui, 
about six hundred all told. Railroad from 
there in. Have cars and engine in pos- 
session. With assistance of navy disem- 
barked (i,OUO men yesterday aud as many 
more to-day. Will get all trooi)s off to- 
morrow, includbig light artillery and 
greater portion of pack tniiu, probably 
all of it, \vitb some of the wagons. Ani- 
mals have to be jumped to the water 
and towed ashore. 

"Had consultation M-ith tien. Garcm, 
Rabo and Civstillo at 1 p.m. of the 20th, 
west of Santiago. Tliese olllcers were 
unanimously of opiuicm tliat landing 
should bo mado east of Santiago. 1 had 
come to the same couclusiou. Gen. (iar- 
cia promises to join me at Jauragua to- 
morrow with between :5,U0U and -1,000 
men, who will be brought fn)m west of 
Santiago liy ships of tlie navy to Jaura- 
gua citv a'nd then disembarked. This 
will give them betv,-een 4,t)00 and 5,000 
Cubans and leave 1,000 west under Gen. 
Uabi. (Jen. l>Ceut's command is being 
disembarked this afternoon at Jauragua 
eitv, ami will be continued during the 
nig"bt. The assistance of the navy has 
l)oen of greatest benefit and enthusias- 
tically given. AVithout them I could not 
have landed in ten days and perhaps not 
at all, as I believe I should have lost 
many boats in the surf. At present I 
wont nothing. Weatlier been good. No 
rain on land und prospects for fine weath- 
er." , , . 

A serious loss came to the l;nowle<lge of 
the war department to-day, wlieu it was 
learned that out; lighter scut with the 
Shafter expedition for the i)urpos(! of un- 
loading the heavy guns had been lost. It 
leaves the invading army without projier 
means of getting the heavy siege guns 
and ordnance from tbe transports ashore. 
There is one small tug with tin? trans- 
port lleet, but it is not beli(.'ved this can 
be made avaibK.le. Jtesides, the guns 
there are lioavy mounts, caisscms, trucks, 
etc., which nothing short of a big ligbt- 
er can t.ike ashore. How the loss of tiie 
lighter occurred is not known. Adj. Geii. 
Curbin telegraphed • (ieneral Coppinger 
at Jacksonville to see that two large 
lighters were sent at bnee to the fleet of 
transports with Shafter."

Bryden and his friends wore expressly 
invited, N. F. Hugel, Q.O., of Vancou- 
ver, canio with Mr. Brydoii to tiiclile 
JIartiu. Dr. AValkoin, tlio govonuuont 
icandidatc in South Xuuiiinio, luul Italpli 
■ijmith, bis oppouout, also bad scata on 
the phitfonn and spolco. The feature of 
the ovoiiiiiK was the roasting' Hajrol s ivo 
JIartiu oii his jMunitoba rooord as a pub- 
lic man, which Alartlii failed to answer, 
mailing the excuse that such things hud 
no place In Britlsb Cohimbin. iMnrtin 
received a ttiir hearing, but was hocddod 
during the meeting and liad at Inst to 
appeal to the chnirtiniu. Mr. Krydoii, 
too, asked tlio auilioncc to allow Mai- 
till to spoalc, and after that tliiii;,'s wont 
sniootlily.

Tliat gentleman was 
a moiiey-loniler and that at a ruinous 
rate of ten per cent. Had be subscrib- 
ed to any cfiarity?

cr part of the Dominion. The nemis o 
■iJlC piDviiice are also gi-cater than they 
Avcre oven live yi'ars ago, and it is also 
much mole easy now to demonstrate tliat 
Xederal expenditures hero will be prolit- 
.■!lhlo to tlio country at large l;lian it lias 
(been hitherto. In short, one may al- 
most say tliat Ihe iinost.ion of f.'iii-.iilnv- 
'is a new (piestion. The atlenlion 
•or the Canadian government has never 
.yet been pnicially directed to it, and it Is

One of 
tlieso is the dairyi'ig industry. The 
area adapted Cor pitstunigo Is very large 
and no part ot the world produces mor«.< 
hay and more roots lo the acre. Ileuce 
dairy fanning, anil in i;oiinectioii there- 
with, Uie sUill-fiH'diiig of cattle, ought to 
be, and certainly will be, in tlio course 
ot timo one of the most important oe<'u- 
palions of the people. The early settlers 
iu the I'acilic Xurtliwcst were under the 
impression that the only -soil fit for cul- 
tivation was to be found in the river bot- 
toms or in the small prairie tract-s at ii 
higlior elevation. The tiiulier uplands 
were thought to be unsnitcd for agricul- 
ture. Seven years ago a iiromiuoiit farm 
er in tlic state of Washington said thnt 
outside ot the river valleys hi the west- 
ern portion of that stale there was not 
an aero of land lit lor cultivation, ami 
ho bascMl his alleged knowdedge of tho 
.subject upon a residence of 30 years. 
Yet one may go through western Wash- 
iiigtou now and tiild thousands upou 
tlioiisiuids of acres of uplanil, formerly 
covered with heavy timber, producing ex- 
cellent croiis and apparently of as groat 
fertility as much of the lower levels. Tho 
same tiling is being deiiioiistrated in this 
province, and this is wliy we say that it 
is impossible to tix .-niy limit to tho area 
.•ivailalde for imriculture. It is very large 
and very widely distrihiitc'd. It is fouuii 
upon tlie islands, uiiou tin- valleys 
through which tho rivers niaUe their way 
to the sea, iu the interior river valleys, 
on the lower iiiilaiiils, <in the borders ui' 
the groat lakes— Ixdli in iiortlieru and 
southenj British Columbia— and over tlie 
■oiling plateaus -whicli lie In tho central 
iai.eiior. In view of the character of the 
seasons and the fertility of the soil, the 
proiliiclivoiies.s of British Columbia, acre 
per acre, is greater tluui almost any oth- 
er part ot America, and this fact must 
he taken into consideration when we 
nil a so re the future of our provincial agri- 
culture. 

Among the special linos to which attoii- 
tion should bo directed liy famiorK we 
lia\c dairying, stock-raising, liors*' rais- 
ing, poultry rarining, fruit culture, lla^ 
culture and grain growing. It is not 
elhimcd that tlie province is likely to bo- 
eoino vcr.v prominent in the production of 
wheat, but wheat, growiiu: is not liy .•my 
means the most inolilalile liraiieli of 
airricidl lire. There ,ire other lines to 
which our liiislia'iidnien •■an direct: their 
.itleiitiou with greater a il ra iil age, yet we 
would not desire to he understood as 
saying tiiat there are not. niiuiy large 
iircas highly ailapated to the eultivatioii 
of wlioat, for these are known to exist 
oven in latitudes whicli are further nortli 
than settlement has yet gone. 

To promote agriciiltiiro must bo tlio 
duty of every provincial government. Tbe 
ste|)S that liav<i been tal<cn In that direc- 
tion already are 1) ringing tortll good ro- 
.sults, aud as their nature is better under- 
stood tboy will produce more. Othor 
lines remain to he followed. II is worthy 
of consideration b.v the ne.\t legislature 
whether or not souietliing ought lud. to lie 
done to improve the general eliara<-ler of 
the live stock of* tho province by assist- 
ing the Carmors In procuring pure bred 
uiinals.

The aiiiiroachiiig Fotirtli of .Tuly celc- 
hraliiin in the i:iiit;ed Slates is likely to 
he attoniU'd with a great ileal more eclat 
I ha. a any previous auniversary of this 
day. This iiiii.v soom a little odd to some 
Canailiiins, who ha\e been accusfonied !o 
Ihe iilea llial the i\li.il(. I'liiteil Slalcs 
went well-nigh mad with pauiotisiii on 
its national holiday. The South has not 
In j-oars paid inncli attention to the 
occasion, and tlieio are other portions 
of the Union where it reeeived scant ob- 
sevvanco. Kspccial olfort is being iiiado 
this year to render the event conspicuous 
as an illustration of the porfcct hnrriinny 
of the people and a doinoiistratioii to th<' 
world that they prosiMit an niidiviiied 
front against Spaiu. Tho -itli of July of 
itself has not very mudi significance ; 
for iiltliough this was tho day when the 
declaration of iiidei>eiidciice was iironinl- 
gated, that event caiuiol he regiinlod iis 
.-ill great a triiiiniili for Ininiiin liberty as 
ardent .\miM-ieniis liidieve. The scIkioI 
hooks used in the I'niteil States leiiii tin? 
yoiilli of that country to hclieve that liu- 
iiian liherty was horn on .Inly 4. 177(1, 
a ml il must ha.x'e lieeii with eiinsiiloralde 
surprise that mafiuer citizens reail, in 
the New Y'ork Herald of recent date, a 
paper by one of tliiC bestknoAvn American 
w liters, in whicli lie declared tliat the 
Deelaratitm of 1 iidoiieiidenco was a 
death blow lo indiviiliinl liberty In the 
colonios. lie says that wrong coiiceii- 
tioiis entirely have prevailed in regard to 
that ilocumcnt, which wna not so much 



a declaration ot tJie rights of men to be 

free, as a sort of confession ot faith to 
wdiieli the domiiiniit party compelled ail 
others to subscribe their uiiiiics on pain 
pt social psteacism. Hf Btiys t^ instead 
of ' some tw'6 score patriots assembling 
round a taldo and signing the Declara- 
tion, with tremendiuis enthusiasm, It was 
luiwkcd around tlic country for a year be- 
fore all the names now on It were ap- 
pended thereto. Associated with the 
Declaration of Indopeudenco in most i>oo- 
ple's minds, and bo closely associated 
with it that tliey frequently confound oiio 
with tiie other, is the cdnstitution of the 
United States, and Uiis document luul tho 
constitutions of tho several states which 
arc modelled after it, are very far in- 
deed from being tliat panojily of lib- 
erty that has been so often loudly claim- 
ed. Students of constitutional devolop- 
niciit, oven among the people of tlie Unlt- 
(d States, agree tbat a broader spirit of 
democracy and a greater measure of in- 
diviilual lil>erly are to ho found in the 
British Empire Uiaa in tho Itepahlic, and 
the reason of this is not far to seek. The 
men who framed tho constltutiou of tJio 
rniteil Slates were trained in ii school 
that was narrinv ami, in piiiiil, of fact, 
illiberal; and in .sottJiiig upon a .system 
whereby the new nation was to be gov- 
erned, thoy were moiv anxious to jiro- 
vide what .Vmericau writers call "ii sys- 
tem of checks and counter checks" than 
to give scoiio for the free exercise of pub- 
lic opinion. It has boon said of the peo- 
ple of the United States that they are 
free for only one day in every four years, 
i.e., on the day they elect ihcir inesideiit. 
l''or the romaindi'r of the time diey are 
under the rule of as absolute despotism 
as can be found in tho world. Tlio onlj 
reason why the despotism of an Ameri- 
can president is not us coiispiciiou; 
that of the Czar of Ilussia, is tlial the 
traditions and instincts of the Anglo- 
Sa.von race diflfer widely from those of 
the ^Muscovite. Tlie American people 
Know nothing whatever of what wo call 
rospousible goveninieiit . and their hc.st 
writers have f reiiucntly c>.\])rcssi'il rc-rel 
that their system was nut as elastic as 
ours. 

The great interest rt-hich attaches to 
tho ith .Inly consists iu the fact tJiat it 
is the birthday of a nation, an event 
which is of great iiiomoiit whenever and 
wherever it occurs. As we look back 
now over tho oventJ! which led up to the 
.Vmeririin revolution, we cease to feel 
any snriiri.se that Ihe colonies revolted. 
The fooling rather is of wonder that tJioy 
acknowledged the sway of Great Brit- 
ain as long as thoy did, for under tho 
Hanoverian iiionarclis a wide departure 
was iiiaile from those iirinciples of the 
f'.ritish constltutiou in which the fouiid- 
iTs of tlie American colonics had betui 
nurtured. The first English occupants 
of th(> Xew World were men who were 
imbued with a spirit which renilered Ihe 
Bnglish coninionwoiiltli iiossibli' and, at 
an earlier day, created the glories of the 
Elizabethan period. As we lind now- 
adays tile vh'ws of eastern iieople broad- 
en when they come lo reside In the ^^'est. 
a change which doubtless results from 
the broader field opened lo theiii, so we 
can roadily underst.and bow the feeling 
of individual inde]iendence grew and ex- 
panded in thi> l^Iiiglish colonios. More 
let it be noted tlijit a very large, inlluen- 
ti:il aud ediH-ated element of the popu- 
l;ilioii of the colonies refused to' assent to 
the action ot the majority, and formed 
lliiil hand of exiles known as the United 
I'hnpire Loyalists. 'I'liese men have 
;;iven tone to Ciiiailiaii public opinion, 
and no where iu the wm-hl do we tlnd lli<> 
sense of Individual liberty more strongly 
ilevelopc'd than in Canada. When a Can- 
adian goes t'l live in the United Stales 
and liecomes in any way identilicil with 
the institutions of the country, the lifst 
sensation he feels is tliat he is "cribbed, 
ca hilled and conlinod" by a sot of arbi- 
trary rules iidministered by a set of 
aihilrary rulers. He misses that per- 
fect freedom which was hla birth-right 
iu Canada. On one occasion a Caiiiidlaii 
having expressed certain views as to the 
rights of individuals, ii, lu'oiuineiit Ameri- 
ciii said to him, '■Then.' is no man in the 
world that has such oxtrjivagant notions 
of individual liberty Jis you have." When 
on being told in reply that ."),00t!,()00 Can- 
adians had just such ideas bo said, "Then 
the iieople of tlie United States luive 
yi'l. to learn «diat human libei-ty means." 
This broader aiiprecia tioii of individual 
liberty in Canada demonstrates how 
niuch better the doctrines of tlie founders 
of the United States have been developed 
uniler the elasticity of a limitetl nionarehy 
llian iiialer the rigid rules of a ■written 
rc|>ulilieaii constitution, in view of this, 
our |K>ople need feel that thoy lose noth- 
ing iu dignity when thoy join with Ihoir 
nei;;lihors iu celebrariiig llieir national 
holiday, (nv they are not recognizing the 
ilia iigiiratiou of a system of govcriinient 
Ol .1 conception of tiie rights of man su- 
pei ior to their own, hut simply the birth 
of a nation, which we all hope will prove 
as ilie yea.rs advance a. worthy daughter 
of licr great Anglo-.Sii.vou niotlior.

'i'he attention of tho civilized world 
is oouceutrated upon the operations of 
tho United States forces In Cuba. Tho 
war hitherto has boon more in tho na- 
ture of a parade than anything else, bat 
the events of the next few weeks will 
try what sort of stuff there is in both 
armies. Tho Uijited States uudoubtodly 
made a great mistaisc in its estimate ot 
its ability to deal with Spain. Dewey's 
hrilllaiiL exploit at JIanila cotifirillOfr> 
the exaggcrateil ideas of their prowosa 
entertained by tho Auiorican people and 
caused them to look forward to a very 
easy victory in Cuba. So fur tlioy have 
met no very serious ro.sistonco, but the 
reason is that they have hardly scon 
I lie enemy face to face. The bombard 
ment of the forts at 'Porto Eico and 
Santiago was entirely ono-slded. Noith 
er great skill nor great courage is nc 
cessary when •! Heel stands off at a safe 
distance and pounds antiquated forts 
to piece. The quality of the men aud 
tho olliciency of the arrangements made 
for conducting a campaign will be test;- 
od in the oiiorations now carried 
ashore, and it is premature to forecast 
the result. 

I'ncortaiiity seems to prevail at Wash 
Ington as to Ihe best course to be fol 
lowed 111 conducting the (;;iuipaign. Tho 
orlgiiml idea of making I fa vana the prin 
cipal point of attack has been aband- 
oned, although one report from Wash- 
ingioii says that the president has re- 
solved to despatch an e.vpodition against 
tlmt city. We may be permitted 
doubt, however, if there is a siiHicieiit 
force at Ills dispo.sal at prosoiit to carry 
on a campaign in the Eastern end of 
tho island and at tho same time sue- 
cessfiilly .'it'tack so strong a iihu: 
Havana. The ilemoiistration, which Ai\- 
miral Sampson iiiado before Ihal city, 
seems meaningless in tho light of subsc- 
iiuent ovi'nts, and his withdrawal Is ox- 
plalnafde only on the siipiiositiiui that 
lie felt iiniihlc to i^eduei^ the fort.ili.^a- 
lions. Ill the province of Santiago tbe 
rebels have always been strongest and 
the selection of that point as the landing 
I)la<-e for the invading force shows a dis- 
position lo rely cUiisiderably u) Cu- 
ban co-operation. With ovevy desire to 
see tho war brought speedily to an emi 
by the defeat of Siiaiii, we are unable 
to see that recent events, that is those 
of the last foiv days, have tended to has- 
ten such a consummation. Even if the 
city oC Santiago is promptly captured, 
this will not mean that Cuba has boon 
conqiiercil, because while Havana re- 
mains in the hands of St>ain that power 
can give very ofl'ectiiiil resistoiico to an 
invading force. 

The death roll among the United 
States forces will now begin to assume 
formidable proportions, and this will put 
a new l";ice uikui the war: as far as the 
people ;in. coiicerucd. 'Phe Spanish 
floet in .Miinihi was destroyed without the 
loss of a single life on board the United 
States vessels. The naval operations in 
the AVcst Indies only resulted In the 
death of a very few men. 'J'he "butch- 
or's bill" has been so small thtit tho 
war seemed hardly a serlons affair. Ther# 
will bo a different story to tell now that 
the opposinj,' forces art? meeting each 
other in tlu' licld, and the people at 
hoiiie will begin to realizo the uaturc of 
the task which they undertook with 
such light heart.s. Depend upon if, there 
are all the elements of the gravest kind 
of fragi-iiics in I he asrieel which the war 
has assumeii. ]f Spain can hold out for 
a few weeks longer, tho climate may 
begin to light her battles, and then an 
army may ineli away almost before its 
commander n'.-ilizcs whnl is liapponiiig.

COPPER RIVER BUBBLE. ?" 

A Returned Miner Tells of the Troubles 
of Men in that Section. 

James Biirk, an old Colorado miner, 
who lias returned from the Cojiper Kiver 
country tells a pretty hard tale of the 
sulTorings and disappointments of the 
men who went to that section. He says 
that if there is any golil up in that 
country, it is f.arther inland than any- 
one lias been able to go up to the jire- 
sent time. 'J'ho big glacier back from 
the river mouth is the impassable barr- 
ier. He says that several men, at least 
eight or ton, have lost their lives there 
by snow slides or exposure, and tlml 
almost every man la a physical wreck. 
There are about 1,000 men back in the 
couiitry, most of them still on the big 
glacier, which is like a great mountain. 
It rises up in five shelves, or ice plateaus, 
and is over fifteen miles long. It rises 
away above the timber lino, and wood 
for fires sells at enormous prices, a log 
twidve feet long and six inches thick 
brings !(<->>■ A small pony ho took from 
Seattle, and which cost about .SIO, lie 
sold for .?-100.

Mr. (leigor has been 
at Lake Henuctt all winter and says tlie 
only recent accident was tluit wliicli oc- 
curred to BiirLlett BroLliors' bij; meat 
scow, which was lost iu White Horse 
rapids. All the boats, some four thous- 
and in number, which atteiiiiitcil to run 
the rapids, succeeded without nii.sliap, 
ajul besides the report Ui.iit steaniere 
wonld he unable to get tliroiij^b on ac- 
count of the slackness of tlie water, has 
been di.sprovod, the ste.-unors liellingham 
and Ooddard liaving made the passage 
Tho UelUnghani l(?f t Bennett early in the 
naorning and it was expected that sl'.e 
would reach Dawsou by the ITtll. She 
took down the Bank of Commerce party 
and a full load of frclglit and piisscngcrt'. 

Tlie Goddard left Hennett on the 17Ui 
also with a big load and n large crowd 
went down on the steamers Ora and Wil 
lie Irving to see her mitke the run. She 
•went tlirough at groat spe<'(l and without 
th« slightest accident. The Ora and Wil- 
lie Irving imnLciliatoIy returned to Ben- 
nett and commeaued loading their car- 
goes, expecting to make lu st'ut for Daw- 
son on Monday last.

There ore in the party 
CO men and it is proposed to divide up 
the stock into bunches of about fifty head 
vitli three men for each buiich.

Mr. .Tose])h Martin in a Speech deliver 
ed last Tuesday in Vancouver cudeav 
ored to create the impression that the 
present administration is what he dcs 
cribed "as a Victoria concern," It is t 
gross piece of impertinence on the part 
of 3Ir. Martin, a comparative stranger, 
to attempt to re-introduce sectionalism 
into British Columbia politics; but there 
is not a base instinct of the human 
mind to which this man will not nppeal 
when he sets out ou a quest of olilce. 
He desires now to set tlie Mainland 
a|,'ainst the Island. He will iKUomiu- 
ioiisly fail; but it is rl^ht that tlic peo- 
ple of British Columbia, whether they 
reside on the Mainland or the Islands, 
should hear in mind that this would-be 
leader of a now government starts out 
his cainpaigu by raising the, sectional 
cry, which we all hoped had been taken 
out of politics forever. As a matter of 
fact, so far from the Turner ministry 
being sectional, nearly everything that 
it bus roceutly done has been done for 
the Mainland, lis tho measures passed 
nnd the appropriations votc<l will sli,nv. 
Tho people of tlie Islands do not object 
to this, because they recognize that the 
greater ])nrl of the province is on tlie 
Mainland aud that the necessities of 
that portiou are greater. What they 
will object to most strenuously is any 
attempt to create a feeling of hostility on 
tlie JlainUuul against them. 

The candidates in Nelson are Mr. .T. 
Fred Hume and A. S. Farwell. Mr. 
Hume is in oppositicm; Mr, Farwell takes 
an independent attitude. In his card 
Jlr. Farwell says he will advocate a 
change in the mineral act so as to com- 
pel all partners in a mining claim to 
bear their share of the assessment work 
or forfeit their interests. He will seek 
to have the law amended so that liti- 
gants shall put up security for costs be- 
fore advertising applications for improve- 
ments. He will advocate promotion in 
the public service and the abolition of 
the mining license so far as it applies 
to the employees of niining couipaiiies. 
He expresses the opinion that iS'cIsoii 
will be best served by tho election of a 
re))resent!itive who is not pledged to 
either party. It is understood that, if 
elected. Jlr. Farwell will give the gov- 
ernment an independent suiiport. 

Even Mr. Seralin admits that it would 
bo impossible to keep Joseph Martin out 
the pi-einiorship, if he once got into 
government. AVo do not think tho 
people of British Columbia want Mr. 
Alartln at the head of nlTairs. If he 
wore a first-class man, a sufficient an- 
swer to bis aspirations would be that he 
is too little known and knows too little 
about the province to be accorded the 
position of premier. But he is objection- 
able. He has a record that warrants 
distrust. He is an unsafe man. The 
people of Vancouver will place the pro- 
vince under an obligation if they will 
uip his aspirations in the bud.
